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Quite  unexpectedly,  this  whole  issue  of  the  Bulletin  is 
devoted  again  to  a  bibliography,  as  was  the  issue  of  a  year 
ago,  June,  1934,  to  Buffalo  imprints.  Mr.  Douglas  C. 
McMurtrie,  whose  interest  in  bibliography  is  well  known, 
became  interested  in  Western  New  York  imprints  some 
years  ago,  and  we  have  also  become  interested  at  the  Gros' 
venor.  The  tentative  list  of  Geneva  imprints  was  worked 
over  during  the  spring  and  was  sent  early  in  June  to  some 
one  hundred  possible  sources  for  material.  But  the  June 
Bulletin  was  delayed  because  of  the  mass  of  material  which 
turned  up,  so  that  instead  of  having  125  titles,  there  are  158. 
Mr.  McMurtrie  and  the  library  hope  to  have  similar  lists 
of  imprints  ready  from  time  to  time  for  other  places  in 
Western  New  York. 

The  September  issue  will  contain  the  annual  report 
of  the  librarian,  and  various  continued  items,  as  exhibits, 
radio,  visitors,  donors,  staff  meetings,  news  and  notes.  The 
article  we  had  expected  to  publish  in  this  issue  by  Alexander 
J.  Sheldon,  J^otes  Relative  to  the  Grosvenor  Library,  writ' 
ten  in  1874,  will  appear  in  the  December  issue.

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Bibliography  of  Books  and  Pamphlets 
Printed  at  Geneva,  N.  Y. 
18004850 

THERE  is  here  presented  a  bibliography  of  books  and  pamphlets 
printed  at  Geneva,  N.  Y.,  earlier  than  1851.    It  constitutes 
the  first  of  a  series  of  local  imprint  bibliographies  for  Western 
New  York  cities  which  it  is  hoped  to  complete  and  publish  in  the 
near  future. 

As  there  had  been  prepared  no  previous  list  of  Geneva  imprints, 
it  was  thought  best  to  issue  a  preliminary  draft  of  the  bibliography,  in 
mimeographed  form,  so  that  the  titles  could  be  checked  and  amplified, 
and  new  titles  or  locations  added  by  interested  librarians  and  bibli- 
ographers. With  the  help  of  many  friends  and  correspondents,  this 
procedure  made  the  list  in  its  present  form  far  more  complete  than 
could  otherwise  have  been  hoped  for. 

The  subject  matter  of  the  pamphlets  and  books  printed  at 
Geneva  during  the  period  under  consideration  reflects  the  dominating 
influence  of  the  local  Geneva  College.  A  total  of  74  of  the  imprints 
can  be  classified  as  educational,  including  college,  medical  school,  or 
seminary  catalogues,  or  addresses  at  educational  assemblies.  Of  these, 
43  were  devoted  to  general  education,  and  31  to  medical  education. 
The  documents  of  Geneva  College,  early  founded  at  Geneva  and  now 
known  as  Hobart  College,  and  of  its  "medical  institution"  figure  very 
largely  in  this  list.  The  latter  institution  is  now  the  medical  depart' 
ment  of  Syracuse  University.  Apart  from  catalogues  and  announce' 
ments,  numerous  titles  represent  addresses  and  lectures  delivered  by 
professors  on  the  faculty  of  Geneva  College. 

As  we  could  expect  in  such  a  community  during  this  period, 
35  of  the  publications  listed  dealt  with  religion  or  morals,  including 
sermons.  Legislation  and  matters  of  public  policy  form  the  subject 
of  10  of  the  titles,  7  dealt  with  economic  questions,  7  were  books  of 
poetry,  5  were  schoolbooks,  5  were  devoted  to  legal  subjects,  4  to 
biography,  4  were  almanacs,  and  a  like  number  related  to  municipal 
administration.  Freemasonry  is  represented  by  the  surprisingly  small 
number  of  2  titles,  music  by  the  same  number. 
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Strange  to  say,  there  were  found  no  Baptist  Association  minutes 
printed  at  Geneva,  though  the  presses  of  almost  every  other  New 
York  town  produced  an  annual  series  for  some  local  association. 

One  of  the  merits  of  this  bibliography — if  merits  it  has — is  that 
known  copies  of  the  imprints  described  are  located.  It  has  come  to 
be  generally  recognised  that  no  bibliography  of  out-of'the'way  mate- 
rial is  of  much  value  unless  it  indicates  where  rare  titles  may  be 
examined. 

The  largest  number  of  titles  credited  to  any  library  is  73,  which 
are,  quite  naturally,  located  in  the  Hobart  College  Library  at  Geneva. 
Next  in  order  comes  the  New  York  Public  Library  with  48,  showing 
that  institution  to  be  as  rich  in  the  early  imprints  of  Geneva  as  it  is  in 
those  which  appeared  at  other  points  throughout  the  state. 

In  the  New  York  Historical  Society  are  located  38  Geneva  im- 
prints.  Largely  because  of  its  notable  collection  of  the  catalogues  and 
documents  of  educational  institutions,  Harvard  College  Library  comes 
fourth  with  38.  Though  it  undoubtedly  has  more  Geneva  imprints 
than  are  here  credited  to  it,  37  are  located  in  the  New  York  State 
Library.  The  Yale  University  Library  reports  36,  the  Library  of 
Congess  31,  the  University  of  Michigan  30,  the  Henry  E.  Hunting' 
ton  Library  28,  the  catalogue  of  the  Surgeon-General's  Library  lists 
23,  the  Boston  Athenaeum  reports  15,  the  Grosvenor  Library  15,  the 
Boston  Public  Library  13,  the  Wisconsin  Historical  Society  11, 
Cornell  University  and  Syracuse  University  each  have  10,  and  the 
University  of  Rochester  has  6.  Many  other  libraries  have  one  and 
two  imprints  each. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  statement  of  comparative  hold- 
ings, it  should  be  emphasized  that  the  compiler  makes  no  claim  that  all 
of  the  Geneva  imprints  in  any  of  the  institutions  have  been  recorded. 
It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  identify  the  imprints  of  any  particular 
community  in  most  libraries.  All  that  can  be  hoped  for  is  to  build 
up,  by  varied  means,  a  fairly  comprehensive  list  of  author  entries  and 
then  secure  the  cooperation  of  librarians  in  checking  these  entries 
against  their  catalogues. 

Once  a  bibliography  of  imprints  of  any  city  is  published,  it 
directs  attention  to  the  issues  of  the  local  press,  and  bibliographers 
make  notes  of  new  titles  as  they  encounter  them.  This  makes  pos- 
sible the  publication,  a  number  of  years  later,  of  a  really  comprehen- 
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sive  bibliography  of  such  local  imprints.  The  list  here  published  pur- 
ports  only  to  be  a  first  attempt  at  a  list  of  Geneva  imprints,  which 
unquestionably  will  be  subject  to  extensive  later  amplification. 

As  usual,  my  obligations  for  assistance  are  numerous.  In  the 
first  instance,  I  am  indebted  to  Miss  Caroline  K.  Dayton,  of  the 
Hobart  College  Library,  for  many  titles  for  which  she  searched  most 
diligently  on  the  shelves  of  that  old  and  respected  institution,  orig' 
inally  known  as  Geneva  College. 

The  New  York  Public  Library,  through  Mr.  L.  Nelson  Nichols, 
courteously  made  available  to  me  the  Geneva  titles  in  the  notable 
imprint  catalogue  of  that  library,  thus  enabling  me  to  list  many  titles 
which,  otherwise,  I  should  have  missed.  Mr.  K.  D.  Metcalfe,  head 
of  the  reference  department  of  that  library,  provided  full  titles  of 
many  imprints  for  which  short  titles  only  appeared  in  the  preliminary 
mimeographed  list. 

Mr.  Joseph  Gavit,  of  the  New  York  State  Library,  though  not 
in  position  to  locate  all  the  Geneva  imprints  in  that  library,  turned 
up  for  me  numerous  new  titles,  which  were  much  appreciated. 

Mr.  George  A.  Schwegmann,  Jr.,  of  the  Union  Catalog  of  the 
Library  of  Congress,  brought  the  resources  of  that  important  bibli' 
ographical  mechanism  to  bear  on  the  list,  to  the  great  advantage  of 
the  compiler.   For  his  cooperation  I  am  grateful  indeed. 

Appreciation  is  also  due  to  Mr.  R.  W.  G.  Vail,  Librarian  of  the 
American  Antiquarian  Society,  Dr.  W.  W.  Bishop,  Librarian  of  the 
University  of  Michigan,  and  to  the  authorities  of  the  Harvard  Col- 
lege Library,  the  Boston  Public  Library,  the  Henry  E.  Huntington 
Library,  the  Yale  University  Library,  and  many  of  the  other  libraries 
in  which  copies  are  located. 

To  my  associate,  Mr.  Albert  Allen,  I  am  indebted  for  capable 
assistance  in  editing  for  publication  the  bibliographical  notes  on 
which  the  present  list  is  based. 

Finally,  I  desire  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  aid  and  encour' 
agement  extended  me  during  the  compilation  and  publication  of  this 
list  by  Dr.  A.  H.  Shearer  and  his  assistants  on  the  staff  of  the  Gros- 
venor  Library.  I  know  Dr.  Shearer  joins  me  in  hoping  that  this  list 
may  help  to  make  known,  to  those  interested  in  Western  New  York 
history,  some  new  printed  source  materials  of  value.

The  Grosvenor  Library  is  the  reference  library  of  the  City  of 
Buffalo.  It  was  established  by  the  munificence  of  Seth  Grosvenor  who 
was  one  of  the  pioneer  business  men  of  Buffalo  before  the  city  was 
burned  in  1812.  He  died  in  1857  and  left  $40,000  to  found  a  refer- 
ence library  "the  books  not  to  be  lent  out  or  rented  and  only  used 
for  reading  in  the  building,"  the  purpose  being  to  supply  standard 
literature,  the  more  expensive  works  needed  by  students  and  books  for 
research.  The  act  making  provisions  for  the  carrying  out  of  the 
bequest  was  passed  in  1859,  but  the  Library  was  not  opened  for  the 
public  until  1870.  The  present  building  was  erected  in  1895  and  the 
addition  in  1922. 

Although  possessing  this  endowment  the  Grosvenor  Library  is 
almost  wholly  supported  by  the  City  of  Buffalo  and  its  resources  are 
for  the  free  use  of  the  citizens,  there  being  no  membership  or  other 
special  privileges  connected  with  the  institution.  A  welcome  is 
extended  to  temporary  residents  and  strangers. 

The  Library  contains  over  292,000  volumes,  to  which  additions 
are  continually  being  made.  Library  hours  are:  Week  days  9  A.  M. 
to  10  P.  M.,  Sundays  2  to  6  P.  M.
